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1 . DEPARTMENT HAS CAREFULLY CONSIDERED ALLIED COMMENTS AT 
NATO EXPERTS' MEETING, REPORTED REF B, PARA 4, RE OUR 
SUGGESTIONS FOR NEW PROPOSALS FOR BELGRADE. WE WOULD LIKE 
NOW TO PROVIDE FURTHER DETAILS ON THOSE PROPOSALS WHICH 
MAY STILL BE CONSIDERED VIABLE IN LIGHT OF ALLIED COMMENTS. 
PARAS 2 THROUGH 5 BELOW CONTAIN FOUR DRAFT PROPOSALS 
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PREFACED BY EXPLANATORY REMARKS. MISSION SHOULD PREPARE 
SEPARATE PAPERS IN DRAFT. COVERING EACH NEW PROPOSAL, AND 
SHOULD CIRCULATE THESE PAPERS TO ALLIES AT NEXT REGULAR 
POLADS DISCUSSION OF CSCE. MISSION SHOULD STATE THAT WE 
GREATLY APPRECIATE COMMENTS ON US PROPOSALS MADE BY ALLIES 
AT FEBRUARY 7 CSCE EXPERTS' MEETING, AND THAT WE HAVE TRIED 
TO TAKE ALLIED COMMENTS INTO ACCOUNT IN FORMULATING FOUR 
D:TAILED PROPOSALS FOR FURTHER ALLIED CONSIDERATION. YOU 
SHOULD NOTE THAT WE HAVE SHELVED OUR SUGGESTIONS FOR NEW 
PROPOSALS ON TERRORISM AND RADIO BROADCASTING IN LIGHT OF 
UNFAVORABLE ALLIED REACTIONS. DESPITE SOME ALLIED 

RESERVATIONS ON EXCHANGES OF LIVE TV BROADCASTS AND BOOK 
AND RECORD SHOPS, WE HAVE DEVELOPED PAPERS ON THESE 
SUBJECTS, IN ORDER TO ENSURE THAT THEY ARE FULLY CONSIDERED. 
MISSION SHOULD ALSO STATE THAT US THOUGHTS ON NEW 
PROPOSALS REMAIN FLEXIBLE AND THAT WE WOULD WELCOME 
RECEIVING ADDITIONAL ALLIED COMMENTS ON FOUR US SUGGESTIONS 
AS WELL AS IDEAS OF THE OTHER ALLIES FOR NEW PROPOSALS. 
FOLLOWING ARE DRAFT US PROPOSALS FOR POSSIBLE TABLING AT 
BELGRADE REVIEW MEETING, WITH EXPLANATORY INTRODUCTION: 

2. RIGHTS OF APPLICANTS FOR FAMILY REUNIFICATION AND 
MARRIAGE: 

(A) THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT CONCERNING APPLICANTS 
FOR FAMILY REUNIFICATION AND MARRIAGE HAVE BEEN INTER- 
PRETED IN A GENERALLY SELF-SERVING WAY BY THE EASTERN 
STATES, AND THEIR TRANSLATION INTO PRACTICE OF THESE 
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PROVISIONS HAS BEEN UNEVEN AT BEST. ALTHOUGH OFFICIAL 
ATTITUDES VARY GREATLY FROM STATE TO STATE, WE HAVE NOTED 
LITTLE CHANGE IN THE EAST'S UNWILLINGNESS TO FACILITATE 
THE APPLICATION PROCESS INVOLVED IN FAMILY REUNIFICATION 
AND MARRIAGE CASES. THE ACT OF SUBMITTING AN APPLICATION 
IS STILL OFTEN A PERILOUS ONE FOR THE PERSON DESIRING TO 
BE REUNITED WITH HIS FAMILY OR SPOUSE; HE OR SHE IS SOME- 
TIMES SUBJECT TO LOSS OF JOB, TO LOSS OF OTHER ASPECTS OF 
MATERIAL WELL-BEING, AND TO OTHER MORE SUBTLE PRESSURES AND 
SOCIAL OBLOQUY. 

(B) IN THE FINAL ACT SECTION CONCERNING REUNIFICATION OF 
FAMILIES, THE SIGNATORIES HAVE CONFIRMED THAT "THE 
PRESENTATION OF AN APPLICATION CONCERNING FAMILY REUNIFICA- 
TION WILL NOT MODIFY THE RIGHTS AND OBLIGATIONS OF THE 
APPLICANT OR OF MEMBERS OF HIS FAMILY." IN OUR VIEW, MANY 

OF THE CURRENT PRACTICES OF THE EASTERN STATES CONTRAVENE 
THE LETTER AND SPIRIT OF THIS PASSAGE. IN THE COURSE OF 
MONITORING WARSAW PACT CSCE IMPLEMENTATION SINCE HELSINKI, 
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WE HAVE NOTED THAT APPLICANTS FOR FAMILY REUNIFICATION OR 
MARRIAGE OFTEN HAVE LITTLE IDEA OF THE REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING SUCH APPLICATIONS. THERE CONTINUE TO BE NUMEROUS 
INSTANCES IN WHICH APPLICANTS HAVE LOST THEIR JOBS WITHOUT 
APPARENT REASON EXCEPT FOR THE APPLICATION ITSELF. IN 
OTHER INSTANCES, APPLICANTS OR THEIR FAMILIES HAVE BEEN 
HARASSED, SUBJECTED TO OTHER FORMS OF SOCIAL PRESSURE, 

OR HAVE BEEN DENIED RECEIPT OF FUNDS FROM RELATIVES OR 
FRIENDS ABROAD. MOREOVER. IN CASES WHERE APPLICATIONS 
ARE REFUSED THE APPLICANTS ARE OFTEN NOT GIVEN ANY CLEAR 
EXPLANATION FOR THE REFUSAL. 

(C) ADDITIONAL COMMITMENTS MAY NOT RESULT IN ELIMINATION 
OF THESE PRACTICES. HOWEVER, SOME IMPROVEMENT MIGHT 
RESULT IF MORE SPECIFIC COMMITMENTS THAN THOSE CONTAINED 
IN THE FINAL ACT COULD BE OBTAINED. BELOW IS A DRAFT TEXT 
WHICH TREATS THE DIFFICULTIES FACED BY APPLICANTS FOR 
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FAMILY REUNIFICATION AND MARRIAGE. WE WOULD BE GRATEFUL 
FOR ALLIED VIEWS. 

(D) DRAFT TEXT: 

- THE PARTICIPATING STATES, 

- BEARING IN MIND THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT 
REGARDING THE REUNIFICATION OF FAMILIES AND MARRIAGE 
BETWEEN CITIZENS OF DIFFERENT STATES; 

- NOTING IN PARTICULAR THE PROVISION OF THE FINAL ACT 
WHICH STATES THAT, ...THE PRESENTATION OF AN APPLICA- 
TION CONCERNING FAMILY REUNIFICATION WILL NOT MODIFY 
THE RIGHTS AND OBLIGATIONS OF THE APPLICANT OR OF 
MEMBERS OF HIS FAMILY;' 

- NOTING ALSO THAT, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE FINAL ACT, THIS 
PROVISION ALSO APPLIES TO PERSONS PRESENTING APPLICA- 
TIONS FOR MARRIAGE TO CITIZENS OF OTHER STATES; 

- DETERMINED TO GIVE ADDITIONAL MEANING TO THIS COMMITMENT 
AND TO EASE THE SITUATION OF APPLICANTS FOR FAMILY 
REUNIFICATION, AND FOR MARRIAGE TO CITIZENS OF OTHER 
STATES; 

- WILL ENDEAVOR TO: 

- PROVIDE APPLICANTS FOR FAMILY REUNIFICATION OR MARRIAGE 
TO CITIZENS OF OTHER STATES WITH FULL INFORMATION 
REGARDING THE PROCEDURES TO BE FOLLOWED FOR APPROVAL 
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OF THEIR APPLICATIONS; 

- ENSURE THAT THE MEANS OF LIVELIHOOD OF SUCH APPLICANTS 
WILL NOT BE AFFECTED BECAUSE OF THEIR APPLICATIONS; 
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- ENSURE THAT SUCH APPLICANTS WILL NOT BE DEPRIVED OF 
THEIR HOUSING OR OTHER ATTRIBUTES OF MATERIAL WELL- 
BEING BECAUSE OF THEIR APPLICATIONS; 

- ELIMINATE UNDULY HIGH TAXES OR 

OTHER DUTIES ON GIFTS OR MONIES WHICH ARE PROVIDED BY 

PERSONS IN OTHER STATES TO APPLICANTS FOR FAMILY 
REUNIFICATION; 

PROVIDE APPLICANTS WHOSE APPLICATIONS ARE REFUSED WITH 
THE FULL REASONS FOR THE REFUSAL. 

3. ELIMINATION OF CURRENCY CONVERSION REQUIREMENTS: 

(A) THE TRAVEL PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT COMMIT 
SIGNATORIES TO "FACILITATE WIDER TRAVEL BY THEIR CITIZENS 
FOR PERSONAL OR PROFESSIONAL REASONS" AND TO "PROMOTE 
FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF CONTACTS ON THE BASIS OF FAMILY 
TIES." ONE OF THE SMALL BUT SIGNIFICANT STEPS WHICH COULD 
BE TAKEN BY SIGNATORIES TO GIVE GREATER MEANING TO THESE 
COMMITMENTS WOULD BE TO LESSEN THE FINANCIAL BURDEN IMPOSED 
BY REGULATIONS REQUIRING CONVERSION AND EXPENDITURE OF 
CURRENCY WHEN VISITING A SIGNATORY STATE. 

(B) REGULATIONS REQUIRING CONVERSION OF CURRENCY ARE STILL 
IN EFFECT IN SEVERAL EASTERN STATES. THE PROBLEM POSED BY 
SUCH REGULATIONS IS THAT THE AMOUNTS REQUIRED FOR 
CONVERSION ON A DAILY BASIS ARE OFTEN LARGER THAN THOSE 
NEEDED BY THE VISITOR, AND RECONVERSION AT THE END OF A 
VISIT IS OFTEN NOT PERMITTED. THUS. THE CURRENCY 
CONVERSION REQUIREMENT IMPOSES A FINANCIAL BURDEN ON 
VISITORS FROM WESTERN COUNTRIES. PARTICULARLY THOSE OF 
MODEST MEANS. IT IS ESPECIALLY BURDENSOME FOR VISITORS 
PLANNING TO STAY WITH RELATIVES, WHO WOULD OTHERWISE NOT 
SPEND LARGE SUMS OF MONEY. FOR EXAMPLE, ACCORDING TO THE 
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FRG CONTRIBUTION TO T 156 CIC (76) 8 ON CSCE IMPLEMENTA- 
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TION, THE AMOUNTS TO BE CONVERTED PER DAY TOTAL DM 13 IN 
THE GDR, DM 6.50 IN EAST BERLIN, DM 20 IN HUNGARY, DM 25 
IN POLAND, DM 25 IN BULGARIA, ROMANIA AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

(DM 25 IS EQUAL TO US $10.00.) MOREOVER, AS POINTED OUT 
IN THE SAME PAPER, THE SOVIET UNION IMPOSES THE SAME 
RESULT AS THE EASTERN EUROPEAN STATES BY REQUIRING 
TOURISTS TO OBTAIN FROM INTOURIST HOTEL AND RESTAURANT 
VOUCHERS, PAYABLE IN THE NATIONAL CURRENCY. IT SHOULD 
ALSO BE POINTED OUT, HOWEVER, THAT THE CURRENCY CONVERSION 
REQUIREMENT USUALLY APPLIES UNEQUALLY TO DIFFERENT 
CATEGORIES OF VISITORS. FOR EXAMPLE, THE REQUIREMENT MAY 
IN SOME CASES BE REDUCED FOR THOSE VISITING BLOOD RELATIVES 
OR FOR AGED VISITORS. 

(C) WE WOULD HOPE TO OBTAIN A COMMITMENT TO TERMINATE OR 
SIGNIFICANTLY REDUCE THE CURRENCY CONVERSION REQUIREMENTS. 
SUCH A COMMITMENT WOULD FURTHER FACILITATE FAMILY VISITS 
WHICH ARE NOW HAMPERED BY EXCESSIVE CURRENCY CONVERSION 

REQUIREMENTS. THE OPTIMUM RESULT WOULD BE FOR EACH 
VISITOR TO DETERMINE HIS NEEDS, AND CONVERT THE AMOUNT 
OF CURRENCY HE REQUIRES WITHOUT STATE INTERFERENCE. 

GIVEN THE REALITIES OF CURRENCY CONTROL AND THE STATE 
ECONOMIES OF THE EAST, HOWEVER, THIS MAY BE TOO MUCH TO 
HOPE FOR. THEREFORE, WE BELIEVE A GENERAL PROPOSAL ALONG 
THE LINES SET OUT BELOW MAY OFFER THE BEST HOPE FOR 
REDUCTION OF THE CURRENCY CONVERSION REQUIREMENT. WE 
WOULD BE GRATEFUL FOR ALLIED VIEWS. 

(D) DRAFT TEXT: 

- THE PARTICIPATING STATES, 

- BEARING IN MIND THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT 
REGARDING FACILITATION OF WIDER TRAVEL BETWEEN 
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PARTICIPATING STATES; 

- NOTING IN PARTICULAR THOSE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT 
WHICH INDICATE THAT PARTICIPATING STATES INTEND: 

- "TO FACILITATE WIDER TRAVEL BY THEIR CITIZENS FOR 
PERSONAL OR PROFESSIONAL REASONS," 

- "GRADUALLY TO SIMPLIFY AND TO ADMINISTER FLEXIBLY 
THE PROCEDURES FOR EXIT AND ENTRY," AND 

- "TO PROMOTE FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF CONTACTS ON THE 
BASIS OF FAMILY TIES"; 
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- DETERMINED TO GIVE FURTHER MEANING TO THESE COMMITMENTS, 
AND TO ALLEVIATE POSSIBLE FINANCIAL BURDENS ON VISITORS 

TO PARTICIPATING STATES: 

- WILL ENDEAVOR TO: 

- ALLEVIATE THE FINANCIAL BURDENS ON VISITORS TO THEIR 
STATES BY REDUCING THE AMOUNTS OF CURRENCY WHICH 
VISITORS ARE REQUIRED TO CONVERT IN CONNECTION WITH 
SUCH VISITS; 

- - WORK TO ELIMINATE ALL REQUIREMENTS FOR VISITORS TO 
THEIR STATES TO CONVERT SPECIFIED AMOUNTS OF 
CURRENCY, AND TO PERMIT VISITORS TO THEIR STATES TO 
CONVERT THE AMOUNTS OF CURRENCY WHICH THE VISITORS 
THEMSELVES CONSIDER NECESSARY FOR THEIR STAY IN A 
PARTICIPATING STATE. 

4. EXCHANGES OF LIVE TV BROADCASTS: 

(A) THE FINAL ACT CONTAINS A COMMITMENT TO FAVOR THE 
EXCHANGE OF LIVE TELEVISION PROGRAMS. LIVE PROGRAMS HAVE 
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BEEN TRANSMITTED BETWEEN EAST AND WEST IN THE PAST, BUT 
HAVE BEEN LIMITED ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY TO SPECIAL SPORTS AND 
ENTERTAINMENT EVENTS. THE DEBATES ON HUNGARIAN TV ABOUT 
CSCE, DETENTE AND ARMS REDUCTION WITH BOTH EASTERN AND 
WESTERN PARTICIPANTS SUGGEST THAT IT MAY BE POSSIBLE TO 
EXPAND THE SUBIECT MATTER COVERED IN SUCH LIVE PROGRAMS. 

WE HAVE IN MIND SOME FORM OF LIVE EAST-WEST DISCUSSIONS 
OF CURRENT ISSUES, WITH SIMULTANEOUS TRANSLATION. 

(B) SPECIFIC ARRANGEMENTS WOULD HAVE TO BE WORKED OUT 
BILATERALLY, BUT A GENERAL COMMITMENT. IF OBTAINED, COULD 
OPEN THE WAY FOR MORE MEANINGFUL BILATERAL AGREEMENTS. 
BELOW IS A DRAFT TEXT. WE WOULD APPRECIATE COMMENTS. 

(C) DRAFT TEXT: 

- THE PARTICIPATING STATES. 

- BEARING IN MIND THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT 
RELATING TO INFORMATION; 

-NOTING IN PARTICULAR THE PROVISION WHICH STATES 
THAT 

- "THEY WILL FAVOR COOPERATION AMONG PUBLIC OR 
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PRIVATE NATIONAL OR INTERNATIONAL RADIO AND TELE- 
VISION ORGANIZATIONS, IN PARTICULAR THROUGH THE 
EXCHANGE OF BOTH LIVE AND RECORDED RADIO AND TELE- 
VISION PROGRAMMES, AND THROUGH THE JOINT PRODUCTION 
AND THE BROADCASTING AND DISTRIBUTION OF SUCH 
PROGRAMMES;" 

- DESIRING TO FURTHER IMPLEMENT THIS PROVISION; 

- WILL ENDEAVOR TO: 
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- FACILITATE REGULARLY SCHEDULED PERIODIC EXCHANGES OF 
LIVE BROADCASTS AMONG THEM ON AN APPROPRIATE BILATERAL 
BASIS; 

- ENCOURAGE THEIR APPROPRIATE ORGANIZATIONS AND FIRMS TO 
DEVOTE A SIGNIFICANT PORTION OF THESE LIVE TELECASTS 

TO DISCUSSIONS OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS AND OTHER 
SUBJECTS OF CURRENT INTEREST, WITH PARTICULAR 
ATTENTION TO TOPICS COVERED BY THE FINAL AC?. 

5. BOOK AND RECORD SHOPS: 

(A) THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT RELATING TO CULTURAL 
ACCESS STATE, IN PART, THAT PARTICIPATING STATES WILL 
ENDEAVOR TO PROMOTE WIDER DISSEMINATION OF BOOKS AND OTHER 
ARTISTIC WORKS BY: 

,- PROMOTING, WHERE DEEMED APPROPRIATE, AN INCREASE 
IN THE NUMBER OF SALES OUTLETS WHERE BOOKS BY AUTHORS FROM 
THE OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES, IMPORTED IN THE ORIGINAL 
ON THE BASIS OF AGREEMENTS AND CONTRACTS, AND IN TRANSLA- 
TION, ARE FOR SALE, AND, 

- ENCOURAGING COMPETENT ORGANIZATIONS AND RELEVANT 

FIRMS TO CONCLUDE AGREEMENTS AND CONTRACTS AND CONTRIBUTING, 
BY THIS MEANS, TO A GRADUAL INCREASE IN THE NUMBER AND 
DIVERSITY OF WORKS BY AUTHORS FROM THE OTHER PARTICIPATING 
STATES AVAILABLE IN THE ORIGINAL AND IN TRANSLATION IN 
THEIR LIBRARIES AND BOOKSHOPS." 

WITHOUT WISHING TO REOPEN OR RENEGOTIATE THE FINAL ACT, WE 
BELIEVE IT COULD BE IN OUR INTEREST TO ADVANCE A PROPOSAL 
IN BELGRADE WHICH WOULD ENVISION THE OPENING OF FOREIGN 
BOOK AND RECORD STORES IN SIGNATORY CAPITALS, AND WOULD 
COMMIT SIGNATORIES TO EASE OFFICIAL CONTROLS OVER WHAT 
WOULD BE SOLD IN SUCH STORES. 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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(B) AT PRESENT, RECORDINGS BY SOVIET AND EAST EUROPEAN 
CLASSICAL ARTISTS ARE AVAILABLE IN THE WEST BECAUSE OF 
COOPERATIVE RELATIONSHIPS ESTABLISHED BETWEEN WESTERN AND 
EASTERN RECORDING CONCERNS, SUCH AS THAT BETWEEN ANGEL 
RECORDS AND THE SOVIET FIRM MELODIYA. THERE IS LITTLE 
EXCHANGE OF RECORDED MUSIC IN OTHER THAN THE CLASSICAL 
FIELD. MOREOVER, THERE ARE NO RECORD STORES IN THE EASTERN 
COUNTRIES WHICH ARE EXCLUSIVELY DEVOTED TO FOREIGN 
RECORDINGS. IN THE CASE OF BOOKSTORES THE SITUATION IS 
SOMEWHAT DIFFERENT. A GOOD NUMBER OF WESTERN TITLES ARE 
PRINTED IN THE SOVIET UNION AND THE OTHER EAST EUROPEAN 
STATES, EITHER IN TRANSLATION OR ORIGINAL, AND THESE ARE 
SOMETIMES SOLD IN STORES EXCLUSIVELY DEVOTED TO WESTERN 
LITERATURE. HOWEVER, SUCH SALES ARE MADE UNDER THE 
IMPRIMATUR OF THE EASTERN PUBLISHING CONCERN, WITH 
APPEARANCE AND CONTENT SOMETIMES ALTERED. MOREOVER, 

THE EASTERN COUNTRIES GENERALLY SELECT ONLY A LIMITED 
RANGE OF WESTERN LITERATURE FOR PUBLICATION; WESTERN 
TECHNICAL PUBLICATIONS ARE OFFERED IN LARGE QUANTITY, 
CONTEMPORARY LITERATURE IS SOLD IN VERY LIMITED AND 

CLOSELY CONTROLLED AMOUNTS, AND WESTERN SOCIAL SCIENCE 
PUBLICATIONS ARE LARGELY ABSENT. 

(C) WE WOULD LIKE BOTH TO INCREASE THE OPPORTUNITY 
AFFORDED EASTERN POPULATIONS TO BUY WESTERN BOOKS AND 
RECORDS, AND TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF MATERIAL OFFERED 
AS WELL. TO ACCOMPLISH THIS GOAL, WE BELIEVE IT WOULD BE 
USEFUL TO BUILD ON THE CULTURAL ACCESS PROVISIONS OF THE 
FINAL ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE OPENING OF FOREIGN LANGUAGE 
BOOK AND RECORD SHOPS IN SIGNATORY CAPITALS, AND TO SUGGEST 
THAT OFFICIAL CONTROL OVER WHAT IS SOLD BE EXERTED ONLY 
THROUGH FAIRLY BROAD GUIDELINES. WE HAVE ATTEMPTED TO 
PHRASE THE TEXT SET OUT BELOW IN SUCH A WAY THAT IT DOES 
NOT EXPLICITLY OFFEND OR POINT AN ACCUSATORY FINGER AT ANY 
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SIGNATORY. WE WOULD BE GRATEFUL FOR ALLIED VIEWS. 

(D) DRAFT TEXT: 

- THE PARTICIPATING STATES, 

- BEARING IN MIND THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT REGARDING 
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COOPERATION AND EXCHANGES IN THE FIELD OF CULTURE; 

- NOTING IN PARTICULAR THE PROVISION OF THE FINAL ACT 
WHICH STATES IN PART, THAT, "PARTICIPATING STATES WILL 
ENDEAVOR TO PROMOTE WIDER DISSEMINATION OF BOOKS AND 
OTHER ARTISTIC WORKS BY: 

PROMOTING, WHERE DEEMED APPROPRIATE, AN INCREASE IN 
THE NUMBER OF SALES OUTLETS WHERE BOOKS BY AUTHORS FROM 
THE OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES, IMPORTED IN THE 
ORIGINAL ON THE BASIS OF AGREEMENTS AND CONTRACTS, 

AND IN TRANSLATION, ARE FOR SALE, AND, 

- ENCOURAGING COMPETENT ORGANIZATIONS AND RELEVANT 
FIRMS TO CONCLUDE AGREEMENTS AND CONTRACTS AND 
CONTRIBUTING, BY THIS MEANS, TO A GRADUAL INCREASE 

IN THE NUMBER AND DIVERSITY OF WORKS BY AUTHORS FROM 
THE OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES AVAILABLE IN THE 
ORIGINAL AND IN TRANSLATION IN THEIR LIBRARIES AND 
BOOKSHOPS;" 

- DETERMINED TO GIVE SUBSTANCE TO THIS COMMITMENT BY 
INCREASING THE QUANTITY AND QUALITY OF RECORDED AND 
PRINTED MATERIAL OFFERED FOR SALE TO THE GENERAL 
PUBLIC IN SIGNATORY STATES; 

- WILL ENDEAVOR TO: 

- FACILITATE THE AVAILABILITY TO THE PUBLIC OF 
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RECORDED AND PRINTED INFORMATION FROM OTHER PARTI 
CIPATING STATES BY PERMITTING THE ESTABLISHMENT BY 
THE APPROPRIATE ORGANIZATIONS AND FIRMS FROM OTHER 
PARTICIPATING STATES OF BOOK AND RECORD SHOPS 
ON THEIR TERRITORY: 

- ENCOURAGE THEIR APPROPRIATE FIRMS AND ORGANIZATIONS 
TO EASE ADMINISTRATIVE RESTRICTIONS ON THE DISSEMINA- 
TION OF IMPORTED BOOKS AND RECORDS AVAILABLE TO THE 
PUBLIC; AND 

- WORK TO FACILITATE A SITUATION IN WHICH FOREIGN 

FIRMS AND ORGANIZATIONS MAY OFFER RECORDED AND PRINTED 
MATERIAL FOR SALE DIRECTLY TO THE PUBLIC. 

6. ON RELATED MATTER, YOU SHOULD STATE IN NEXT REGULAR 
POLADS DISCUSSION OF CSCE THAT WE HAVE READ WITH INTEREST 
FRG PAPER CIRCULATED DURING FEB. 7 EXPERTS MEETING ON 
PROCEDURAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR BELGRADE. WE WOULD URGE FRG 
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TO CONVERT THIS PAPER INTO A DRAFT WHICH COULD BE TABLED 
AT OPENING OF PREPARATORY MEETING ON JUNE 15, AND TO 
CIRCULATE THAT DRAFT FOR ALLIED CONSIDERATION.
